Washington.—The letter of Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, the British Foreign Sec-

On the face of the figures this 
would indicate that the British and 
other foreign commerce would have 
to bear an additional burden of 10 
per cent in tolls over and above what 
it would pay were American coast- 
wise shipping not exempted.

Quite naturally, in inverse ratio to 
the lack of knowledge. about Haiti, pre- 
vails the misinformation about the 
Black republic. If one were to believe 
half the stories heard in West-Indian 
ports or on the steamers that ply be- 
tween them, one could only approach 
the Haitian coast with the mingled 
emotions of a missionary and a sul- 
cide. 

But geographically Haiti is not a re- 
mote place. The steamers stop there 
regularly—German, French, English, 
American and the puffy little Spanish 
boats from Cuba. A French cable, very 
useful in the Spanish-American war, 
connects New York with the cape. But 
British capitai, which has developed 
Jamaica, Cuba, Trinidad, Barbados and 
other Caribbean lands less fertile, has 
never sought investment in Haiti. The 
United Fruit company, whose fleets 
froma Costa Rica and Jamaica steam by 
through the Windward passage, never 
calls at the ports of the island which 
is said to be the most fertile of the 
Greater Antilles, The Canadian banks 
which have within the past decade 


can Opposition by their more liberal 
terms and sounder finance, have passed 
over Haiti. Yet this ‘Is an insular gov- 
ernment which, whatever {ts other 
shortcomings, has never defaulted in 
its direct obligations and has, more- 
over, recently undertaken a railroad 
enterprise, the completion of which 
contemplates the expenditure of ten 
millions of borrowed: dollars. 

s New Pollcy Adoped. 

This ‘reluctance, ‘hitherto, of ex- 
ploftive capital cannot be altogether 
attributable to unstable government, 
for right next door San Domingo has 
indulged herself in 60 general revolu- 
tions, while temperate Haiti has con- 
fined herself to ten. Venezuela, Co- 
lombia and the Isthmian lack-of-gov- 
ernments have been more constitution- 
ally dissipated than the Black repub- 
lic. And yet every one of these Span- 
ish-American territories has been ex- 
ploited by foreign capital. Race preju- 
dice is the other obvious answer, a 
race prejudice operative in two ways; 
in the probable antagonism of the na- 
tive blacks to white intrusion, and in 
the unwillingness of white colonists to 
place themselves’on an equality with 
the black owners of the soil or sub- 
ject themselves to negro authority. 
Now the particularly interesting thing 
about Haiti at the present moment is 
that these two deterrents are’being re- 
duced to a minfmum—t., e., a new gov- 


| ernment, almost universally admitted 


to be the most enlightened and com- 
petent in Haitian history, has adopted 
and put into motion‘a progressive pol- 
{cy in the working out of which the 
matter of race prejudice is already be- 
ing thoroughly tested. 

The new government of Cincinnatos 
Leconte, which superseded that of An- 
toine Simon by the revolution of June, 


' 1911, has adopted an ambitious pro- 


gram and started its regime on a high 
plane. Whether or not it can carry 
out that program on the same high 
plane all precedent makes very doubt- 
ful, but it is generally admitted that 
this is by far the ablest, and, in its 
month of office, has proved the clean- 
est government Haiti has had in 80 
years. On every hand, from foreign- 
ers and natives alike, you hear expres- 
sions of confidence in Leconte and his 
ministry, and the best possible ground 
for this confidence is found in the fact 
that during the first two months of the 
present regime the customs receipts, 
which constitute four-fifths of the in- 
come of the country, exceeded the en- 
tire revenue from the same source 
during the preceding year under Si- 
mon. : 

By far the most important measure 
to which the government is commit.

ted is the American railroad now in’ 


course of construction. This is‘one of 
the most important projects ever un- 
dertaken in the West Indies and ranks 
with Sir William Van Horne’s railway 
in Cuba.

municipal contratt for. the paving of 
streets-in..the capital. Both of these 
concessions are held by Americans 
and both are now operatiye. To earry 
out these and other improvements, 
such as electric light and power plants 


anda reorganization of the currency, | ple. 


the government must borrow money 
abroad, against which it has nothing 
tarfgible to hypothecate but the cus- 
toms and {internal revenues, already 
well pledged to pay for previous for- 
eign loans, the dissipction of revolu- 
tion, and the annual budget. And 
herein lies one of several formidable 
difficulties which Leconte and his min- 
istry must overcome in carrying out 
their progressive program. 
“Graft” Deep Seated. 

Another of these difficulties {s the 
deep-seated institution of “graft” in 
Haitian politics. It 1s hardly necessary 
to observe that this development of 
popular government is not confined to 
Haiti, but there its prevalence has 
been more an essential than an inci. 
dent of office-holding. This condition 
of affairs has naturally been attractive 
to foreign exploiters who, by a mutual- 
ly satisfactory agreement, divide the 
“margin” on nearly every article pur- 
chased abroad, from electric-light | 
bulbs to grand stands and junk men-of- 
war. The few detractors of the pres- 
ent government say it is impossible, or 
at least incredible, that it should con- 
tinue long on its present plane. They | 
say that ft cannot hold its chief sub- | 
ordinates, such, for example, as the 
semi-independent Delegues, a cabal of 
five men, each in charge of one of the 
five geographical departments, with- 
out, at the least, connivance at extra | 
official emoluments; that no foreign | 
capital or enterprise can hope to make 
an entry without clearing the way be- 
forehand by Hberal gratifications, and | 
finally that, even if a successful at- 
tempt ig made te administrate ths 
country on a “non-graft” basta, the dis- 1 
gusted office-holderg would soon com- | 
bine with office-seekers to oust so ama- 
teurish and non-practical a regime. 

Whatever economic and political in- 
terest Haiti may have, it is quite sub- 
ordinate in the mind of the traveler 
to the delight which he finds in the 
beauty of the Haitian landscape, the 
picturesqueness of its people. In the 


first place it is a never-ending sur-| 


prise to-find in-tropic: latitudes so 
mInany different kinds of country. Try 
to imagine a very mountainous. island, 
so varying In altitude and rainfall, and 
in the resulting climate and vegeta- 
tion, that as you ride across it from 
Caribbean to Atlantic you pass 
through Bermuda, Arizona, the foot- 
hills of the Rockies, and first-class con- 
ventional tropics resembling the most 
luxuriant parts of the neighboring An- 
tilles, Cuba and Porto Rico. Haiti is 
as surprisingly varied as that. The 
sky-lines are long and high and noble, 
not at all jagged and volcanic. One 
day for companions one may have 
pines and cedars, and the next, still 
riding north, by some latitudinal 
magic be whisked a thousand miles 
south to follow a trail through cocoa 
and royal palms, ducking low-hanging 
clusters of bananas. 

Among the tales they told us in the 
ports and on the steamers about Haiti 
only one did not prove an exaggeration 
or a myth. It would be impossible to 
exaggerate the character of Haitian 
streets and highways. In the whole of 
Haiti there are only two streets, and 
they are monopolized by the capital. 
Except in Port-au-Prince, you rarely 
see any one or anything being trans- 
ported in a wheeled vehicle. The 
mortality statistics of the country 
must stand as a formidable menace to 
the theory of germ-spread contagion: 
a most careful research has demon- 
strated that revolution is by far the 
most prevalent epidemic. I found no 
trace of the anemia which affects 
Spanish-American and Carib types in 
the tropics, and during five weeks of 
travel in the seaports and through 
the interior observed only three cases 
of“what might have been leprosy. 

As for the women of Haiti, they de- 
serve a separate essay—a panegyric. 
In what passes in Haiti for a census 
they outnumber the men by about three 
to one, but if you made your own esti- 
mate after inspecting of markets and 
dusty highways leading into market 
towns you would say that there were 
in Haiti at least one hundred women 
for every man. By contrast with them 
the Haitian gentry seem rank ama. 
teurs; they fritter away their time 
with cock-fighting and revolutions. 
The women of Haiti concern ‘them- 
selves all the time with the serious 
business of life. Every mountain trail 
is alive at daybreak with their burry- 
ing feet, and the dust rises up in, the 
lowlands over their processions, on 
mule or burro back, but mostly, on 
foot, each having her burden on her 
‘head as she hastens to market. And 
in the evenings, unfatigued, the ebb 
tide flows back, even more pictur 
esquely than the flood came, thnough 
@ panoply of dust shot through: and 
made golden now by sunset.
